BOSTON (Mass.) Nov. 22.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Fighting to vindicate 
his recent assertions that he has dis- 
covered a mathematical and precise 
rule governing reproduction and sex 
determination of higher animals, Prof. 
William E. Castle of Harvard Univer- 
sity, through his recent experiments in 
breeding two specimens of an absolute- 
ly unheard of variety of guinea pigs, 
has aroused the interest of naturalists 
and scientists throughout the world. 
The breeding of two new animals, 
according to tests of Mendel’s laws, 16 
looked upon as especially wonderful 
from the fact that the two hybrid gui- 
nea pigs are of exactly the character 
Prof. Castle predicted they would be 
last year, when ‘his theory was flouted 
by the National Breeders’ Association. 

His demonstration that fixed rules 
can be applied to reproduction of ani- 
mals of certain’ character and that, 
with a given pair of animals, the color, 
length of hair and sex can be mathe- 
matically and precisely determined, has 
thrown a totally new and undreamed 
of light upon possibilities of animal

Are Now Mature 


Steel King Believes Infant Industries 


and Need for As- 


sistance No Longer Exists—Advises 


Maintaining Present Rates. 


EW YORK, Nov. 22.—A notable 
article from Andrew Carnegie, 
dealing with the tariff, will appear 
in the forthcoming December number 
of the Century Magazine. The iron 
master takes the position that “Infant 
industries no longer need protection; 
that the steel and other industries have 
now grown beyond. the need of tariff 
protection; that duties on luxuries used 
by the rich should be maintained, but 
that those on manufactured articles 
should be greatly or abolished 
entirely when no longer needed.

We have already become by far the 
greatest of all manufacturing nations 
Our ‘infant industries’ of the past have 
reached maturity and, speaking goner- 
ally, are now quite able to protect 
themselves. The puling infant in the 
nurse’s arms, that the Congress in 
171 nursed so tenderly will appear 
next year before its guardian as the 
stalwart champion who has conquered 
in many fields, thus proving himeeif 
worthy of the protection bestowed 
on him in his youth and fully vind.- 
cating the protective policy pursued. 

“While the tariff as a Whole. even 
today, has ceased to be 122 — bene - 
ficial as a measure protection, ,t 
bas become of vast importance from 
the standpoint of revenue and it ia 
to this feature I bespeak the special 
attention of readers of all parties, for 
duties upon imports, not fer protection, 
but for needed revenue should not be- 
come a party question.

It is. better to err on the side 
of giving these too much, rather than 
too little support. 
“Every enterprise of this kind should 
be fostered. The writer speaks only 
of the ordinary articles and forms of 
steel as being able to stand without 
protection. He hopes there are today 
pioneers in several new lines requiring 
protection which will generously 
given temporarily. The people should 
welcome such special cases.” 

Mr. Carnegie says that several other 
features of the tariff should be care- 
fals looked into, particularly illuminat- 
ing ofis, thread and cutlery. Further 
on Mr. Carnegie says: 

“The infant we have nursed ap- 
proaches the day when he should be 
weaned from tariff milk and fed upon 
the stro food of free competition. 
It needs little if any more nursing, but 
the change should not be made ab- 
ruptly. It is better to err upon the 
safe side if we err at all. But he is 
the best of protectionists who corrects 
all faults as they are revealed and 
positively declines to subject the na- 
tion to protection in any branch where 
it le not clearly needed, affording pro- 
tection always with the resolve that 
it shall be temporary. 

NO NEED FOR HASTE. 

“There is no occasion for haste or for 
any revolutionary step in coming tar- 
iff legislation. It is better to go a lit- 
tle too slow than a little too fast. In

The unexpected death of Merton E. 
Keith, one of the official] reporters of 
the Superior Court of Los Angeles 
county, at his home in South Pasadena 
yesterday morning, was a shock to his 
wide circle of friends.

IG DEAL IN 
MEXICAN LAND. 


CALIFORNIANS HAVE NEW PLANS 

IN CHIHUAHUA. 
— — r — 
Four Hundred and Fifty Thousand 
Acres Tributary to Los Angeles to 
Be Colonized—Raising of Beef for 
the Markets of This City Part of 
the Scheme. 


A bie Mexican land deal, involving 
the transfer of nearly 450,000 acres of 
rich valley land, eighty-five miles 
south of El Paso, Tex., in the State of 
Chihuahua, and including 20,000 head 
of cattle, is about to be closed, accord- 
ing to A. R. Edmondson of Santa Bar- 
bara, who was at the Hayward yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Edmondson was on his way home 
from «an inspection of the great area 
with two experts, who rronounced the 
land available for cattle raising, be- 
cause of the rich nutritive grasses, re- 
garded as fattening as the alfileria 
and clover of California or the bunch 
grass of Oregon or Idaho. Agriculture 
is made possible because the rich soll 
ls forty feet in depth, well watered, 
being in an artesian belt and in the 
Sierra Madre watershed, and capable 
of producing rotating crops in spring 
and fall. | 

San Francisco and Sacramento finan- 
ciers are interested, and it is planned 
to enlist Denver, Chicago and New 
York capital to @nance the new cor- 
poration. Los Angeles capitalists also 
are taking a hand. 

The new concern will be the Mexican 
Land and Cattle Company, with a cap- 
ital of $1,000,000, and wii) take over 
the holdings of the Southwestern Land 
Company, which now controls the re- 
gion. W. T. Mead of Santa Barbara is 
president of the new company, and 
Mr. Edmondson ts secretary-treasurer. 
The projectors of the new enter- 
prise expect Jater to open 100,000 acres 
for colonization purposes, but their 
Immediate plan is to produce cattle in 
sufficient quantities to ship from 6000 
to 10,000 annually to Los Angeles pack- 
ing-houses. The profits of this indus- 
try alone are expected to bring big 
returns. 

Edmondson says the plan is to take 
these cattle off the range in Decem- 
ber and send them to Yuma, where 
they will receive special feeding on al- 
falka, and then to forward them to the 
Los Angeles market in January and 
February, when the demand is great-

SAN PEDRO, Nov. 22.—Each day a 
trainioad of lumber nearly one-half 
mile in length leaves San Pedro over 
the Southern Pacific for shipment to 
consumers throughout Southern Cali- 
fornia, the Western States and Terri- 
tories and Mexico. So enormous has 
this business become that an ecight- 
drive-wheel engine, No. 2791, one of the 
largest on the system, is util- 
ized for pulling the loads. Day before 
yesterday this monster engine left San 
Pedro pulling fifty-six cars of lymber 
in charge of Conductor Gilbert’ and 
Pngineer Cram. The total weight of 
the train was 4,500,000 pounds, and it 
was over 2500 feet in length. The cars 
carried 1,100,000 feet of lumber valued 
at $27,500.

CAUCUS A BOSTON WORD. 


Is Found in the Diary of John Adame 

About a Century and Half Ago as 

a Club's Name. 

{Exchange:] The word caucus orig- 
inated in Boston. According to a com- 
mon account it is a corruption of 
“calkers’ meeting,” a term said to 
have been applied in derision by the 
Tortes to meetings of citizens. among 
whom were caikers and ropemakers, 
held to protest against the aggressions 
of the royal troops, and especially 
against the “Boston massacre” of 
March 5, 1770. 

But such a corruption and forget- 
fulness of the original meaning of a 
word so familiar as calkers is im- 
probable, and moreover, the word 
“caucus” occurs at east seven years 
earlier in the following passage in the 
diary of John Adams: “February, 1763 
— This day learned that the ‘Caucus’ 
Club meets at certain times in the 
garret of Tom Dawes, the adjutant of 
the Roston (militia) regiment.” 

This indicates the origin of the term 
“caucus” as a private meeting for 
political purposes, in the name of a 
club of that nature called the (au- 
cus Club.” The origin of the name as 
applied to the club is not known. 
but if not an arbitrary term, chosen 
for its alliterative form and feigned 
mysterious import, it may have been 
a learned adoption, in allusion to the 
convivial or symposiac feature of the 
club. 

In United States politics a caucus 
in a local meeting of the voters of a 
party to nominate candidates for local 
offices, or to elect delegates to a con- 
vention for the nomination of more 
important offices. In the latter sense, 
caucuses are now generally called 
“primaries.”
